Mr, J. M, WiUROn, Jr., of KiB^immee, Florida, ap- 
peared before the Truatecs relative to havJDg certain 
iandw in TownshiiMi 50, 57, and 58. Raii;:;e8 32 and SS, ly- 
ing in Monroe County in the Everglades, set apart by Act 
of the Legislature as a reservation for the Beminole In- 
(liaus. Mr. Willson stated that only about 10% of this 
area was subjett to drainage or reclamation, but at the 
same time it was desirable as it furnished a good game, 
fishing and cattle rattling reserve and would provide a 
home for the Indians. After discussion, the Trustees 
state<] that they would not oppose the I^^gislature set- 
ting apart the landa above 8j>ecjfled as a reservation for 
the said Indians, provided that title should remain in 
the State with the understanding that the lands so set 
apart should be used wholly and solely for the purposes 
above stated. 

Judge Sanders, of Miami, appeared before the Trustees 
and stated he wanted to purchase approximately 100 
acres of submerged land in Biscayne Bay, Uade County, 
Florda, and would like to know at what price same 
could be bought.

Gentlemen :— 

In accordance with your tel^ram of June 8, received 
at Miattti, June 11, ifelatiVe to reported renting by private 
particB to Othe¥ patties bf Stiate landte In Twp. 42 S., fe. 
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36 E., I beg to advise that I have investigated the matter 
and have to report as follows: 

All of the land in the above named Township is owned 
hy the State with the exception of 20 acres by J. B. 
iiucuni anu '2(i acres bj W. M. Bacom in Sectiona 25 
and 26, The Bacom ownerships lie across the lower 
portion of the peninsula terminating on the south in 
Pelican Point. A wide margin of land is exposed be- 
tween liie laKcsiae boundaries of Messre. watoius' lauua 
both on the inside and outside of the peninsula. A map 
of the locality illustrating conditions is hereto attached. 

Messrs. G. E. Galloway, H. D. Bcott and T. i*. Willis 
residing without claim in the Township are the sonrees 
of the following information : 

It is reported by the above named that the Baecms 
are offering to lease certain lands lying on the east side 
of Pelican Point peninsTiJa for the purjjose of cultivat- 
ing and cropping the land. 

It is reported that Fred Osborne has offered for sale 
a so-called claim of improvement in Sections 23 and 24. 
',A8 relating to the claim of Osborne, a letter from 
G, W. Thornton is hereto attached for the information 
of the Trustees. Osborne has a small house chi the land 
claimed by him. 

A plan is hereto attached showing a survey of a 
portion of Section 24 made by interested parties whose 
names are noted on the plat. It is my understanding 
that these parties desire to lease or purchase from the 
State the lands indicated opposite their names. 

Your engineer mtormetl me parties residing in the 
locality with whom he talked that there were no private 
owneiiships in the Township other than the two 20-acre 
tracts of Messrs. Bacom, and that the lakei^ide boun- 
daries extend only to the meander line; that tliey had 
no right to land between the meander and the water 
and tibiat they had no authority to use or to lease the 
same. With regard to other socalled or alleged claims, 
that parties making such claims did eo without any 
right whatsoever, and the sale, rental or lease of any 
so-called claim would be fraudulent and without author- 
ity^ from the State, and would not vest the purchaser or 
lessee with rights of any nature. 

There is another kind of improvement, however, which 
has been and is being transferred as to ownership^ men- 
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tioned here for your informatioB. Many parties Iiare 
taken up more or l^s temporary abode along the shores 
of Lake Okeechobee, and have built small shacks or 
houses on the land which tliey occupy. In a number of 
instances the builders, also the original owners, of these 
houses have moved away and have sold the house or 
shack to another party. 

The disposition of the parties residing on the lake 
shore is to either lease the land which they occupy from 
the State from year to year or to purchase the same 
under such terms and conditions as could be agreed 
upon. It is the unanimous I'equest of these residents 
that before the Trustees make sale of the lands along 
the lake that notice be given them in order that they 
may have an opportunity of purchasing and that, other 
things being equal, they l>e accorded the jH'ivilege of 
first consideration when the State makes such sale. 

I find that the condition with respect to State land in 
the district is one of confusion among the residents as 
to just what the status is more than anything else. 
Many r'si 'ifs have the idea that they are entitled to 
use State land in whatever manner they choose without 
cost to themselves just as long ae they can hold it. The 
idea is also quite prevalent that some sort of valid claim 
to the land can be established by occupying, clearing 
or improving the same. 

Your engineer takes the liberty of suggesting that, in 
view of these conditions and of the rapid development 
BOW beginning in the lake region especially, and in other 
parts of the district to some extent, it would be advis- 
able for the State to have an agent to attend to its land 
matters. If the Trustees contemplate land sales in this 
locality to any considerable extent it seems to me that 
an aurtiorized agent on the ground is indispensable. If 
lands are leased even in small quantities the revenue 
derived therefrom should be sufficient to pay the expense 
of such an agent, and would result in keeping these 
land matters straight and avoid trouble in the future. 
I believe that a man residing in or near this locality, 
acquainted with the people to some extent, and having 
knowledge of the conditions there, would prove best 
suited to looking after the State's intermits. A man 
Teeiding near the Everglades is suggested because it is 
probable that it will not be necessary for him to devote 



all of his time to tbe work after the first month or two, 
in which case his services would be less expensiTe than & 
party continuouslj employed.

Mr. Luniug moved that the Tmstees employ a man as 
land agent to look after the lands of the Trustees in the 
Everglades Drainage District and make investigation as 
to sales, leases, etc., at a salary not exceeding fl25.00 
per month, said agent to be paid at this rate for the ac- 
tual time employed in making such investigations.

the establishment of lakeside boundaries of lands, that 
it would be advisable to complete the Meander of the 
shore of Lake Okeechobee entirely around the Lake at an 
early date, 

Mr. Amos moved that the Trustees have said Meander 
Line suneyed so as to complete the Meander of Lake 
Okeechobee, The motion was duly seconded and unani- 
mously adopted, whereupon the Chief Drainage Engineer 
was directed to proceed with the Meander of the said 
Lake at the earliest practicable date. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company requested 
permission to construct a slip connecting with the Ca- 
loosahatchee Canal near Moore Haven.

man's office. 

Dr. McSwain and asRociates, of DeSdtn County, a^^-

Mr. George B. Hills, of Jacksonville, Florida, repre- 
senting the Napoleon B, Broward Drainage District, and 
F. C. Elliot, Chief Drainage Engineer, were present. 

The matter of the survey of lands in Napoleon B. 
Broward Drainage District not heretofore snrveyed was 
presented. It was stated by Mr. Hills that said District 
propoeed to proceed with its plans for the drainage and 
reclamation of the area embraced therein ; that there 
were approximately 225,000 acres within said District 
which had not heretoforie been surveyed; that the survey 
of this area was necessary and would be required before 
the District could proceed with the plan of its works; 
that this survey was made necessary by the provisions of 
the drainage law requiring the assessment and descrip- 
tion of the lands in the District. The Trustees were of 
the opinion that the survey of the lands owned by them 
in the District would eventually have to be made, and 
that inasmuch as the drainage and reclamation of the 
said area looked to the early settlement and cultivation 
of many portions of said District, the survey of their 
lands and of qther lands not heretofore surveyed was now 
justifled, and after further discussion of the matter the 
Trustees adopted the following Resolution: 

WHEREAS, By Act of the Legislature of 1917, 
Napoleon IJ. Broward Drainage District was created, 
said District situate and being within the Everglades

Hon. John C. Gramling, of Miami, appeared before 
the Trustees on behalf of Mr. M. M. Hall, of Bitta, 
Florida. 

It appears that Mr. Hall settled upon the south shore

XfEMORANBUM OF CONTRACT ANT) AGREE- 
MENT Entered into this 24th day of September. A. D. 
1917, by and between Sidney J. Catts, Governor, Ernest 
Amos, Comptroller, J. C. Lnning, State Treasurer, Van 
C. Swearingen, Attorney General, and W, A. MrRae, 
CbmnuH^ioner of Agriculture, of and composing the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund of the State 
of Florida, for themselves, as such officlalSy their suc- 
cessors and their successors in office, as parties of the 
first part, hereinafter referred to as the "Trustees," and 
The Tatum Land Company, a corporation organized and 
existing under the laws of tbe State of Florida, for 
itself, its succesaors, legal representatives and assigns, 
as the party of the second part, hereinafter referre<i 
to as the "Company," 

WITNESSETH, That in consideration of the snm of 
Ten Dollars (|lrt.t)0) paid by the party of the second 
part to the parties of the first part herein, the receipt of 
wliich is hereby acknowledged, and in further con- 
sideration of the mutual covenants hereinafter expressed 
in this contract and also referred to in a certain deed 
of mortgage executed by the party of the second part 
herein to and in favor of the parties of tbe first part 
herein, the said parties hereby covenant and enter into 
the following agreement, to-w-it: 
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The Trustees agree to and herein- gi-ant and convey 
unto the Company, its suceessore and assigns, a right-of- 
way for a standard pauge line of i'ailroad extending 
from the City of Miami, Florida, in a northwestwardly 
direction on or near the banks of the Miami Canal 
through the Counties of Dade, Broward and Palm Beach, 
in said State of Florida, to a point on or near the sonth 
OP southwestern shores of Lake Okeec:hol)ee and from any 
[mint on said line of railroad westwardty or northwest- 
wardly To an intersection with some one or more lines of 
railroad now or then constructed in Central or Western 
Bonth PloTida. such right-of-way to be an easement. 
unites the Company finds difficulty in disposing of its 
securities for the reason that it does not own its right- 
of-way in fee, wherenixm the Trustees, upon due appli- 
es tiou, will make an entire conveyance, enlarging such 
right-of-way from a mere easement to the dignity of a 
fee simple right or estate themn, and such right-of-way 
shall be fifty (50) feet wide for main line railroad con- 
struction and one hundred and twenty (12t>) feet wide 
for sidings, turnouts, station houses and other neces- 
sary constructions and erections, and shall extend on, 
over and across any lands now or then owned and eon- 
trolled by the Trustees located between the two proposed 
termini, together with the rights and privileges to re- 
move and use any earth, stone or material in the spoil 
banks on or near the banks of the Miami or other State 
canal covered by said right-of-way, or closely adjacent 
thereto, for the construction of the proposed line of rail- 
road and its erections, constructions, yards, grounds and 
all other necessary appurtenances, and the Company 
may remove and transport to such place or places, as 
may be desired, wherever there may be a deficiency of 
material. 

Provided, that the spoil banks and the canal shall not 
be injured or weakened by the removal of such material, 
as in the judgment of the Chief Drainage Engineer, is 
useful for the protection of the said canal and its banks. 

Provided further, that where the road-bed follows the 
bank of a canal, the center line of said road-bed shall 
not be nearer the edge of the canal than thirty-fiA^e (35) 
feet, except in such special cases as may be necessary 
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for approaching or crossing a canal or for constructiflg 
a spur or siding at a landing or slip, and that such 
special case shall be the subject of a permit from the 
Trustees, and unless the Chief Drainage Engigneer in 
any case gives a written permit for a closer approach 
with tracks to such canal; and 

Provided still further, that in making use of and pre- 
paring the spoil bank of the canal for a road-bed, the 
same shall be done bv widening the spoil bank toward 
the side aTvay from the canal, and any material removed 
from the spoil bank sbalf be done in such manner that 
no spoil shall be placed nearer the canal than its natural 
position in the siioil bank, and that the berm sliall not 
be lessened or encroached upon, and if borrow pit or 
ditches are excavated for the purpose of providing 
material for road construction or road drainage, such 
borrow pits or ditches shall be dug parallel with the 
road-bed on the side away from the canal and in such 
manner as to form as nearly as practicable a continuous 
and connecting ditch; and in constructing the said 
road-bed through any portion of the Everglades not 
adjacent to a canal the excavations for constructing 
the road and for drainage of the roadbed shall be dug 
connectedly so as to form a canal or ditch as far as may 
be practicable, and that the Trustees shall have the right 
to use and improve such canal or ditches and to main- 
tain the same for drainage purposes; and 

Provided further, that the Trustees specifically reserve 
a strip of land twenty (20) feet wide contiguous to the 
canal or caiftls between the edge thereof and the right- 
of-way herein granted, and the rights, rights-of-way and 
easements hereby granted and intended to be granted, 
shall be exclusive, that is to say, the Trustees will not 
during the valid continuance of this contract, or of any 
right, estate or easement hereunder, grant or convey to 
any i>erson or persons, flrra or corjw) ration, any right, 
right-of-way or ea^ment to construct a line of railroad 
on or along the banks of the Miami or South New River 
Canals, nor to use or grant the use to any jterson, firm 
or corporation of the earth, stone or other material use- 
ful for constructing a road-bed found in or upon the 
spoil banks of said canals as will be needed by the Com- 
jmny, its successors and assigns, for the construction 
of its proposed line of railroad, except that it ia specifi- 
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cally tinderstood and agreed that the Trasteeg of the 
Internal Improvement Fund or the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Evergladeg Drainage District shall have and 
reserve the right to use any or all such rock, earth and 
other materia) in or upon the spoil banks of the canals 
as it may require for the construction of any of its 
works now being or hereafter to be constructed. 

And further, that such rights, rights-of-ways, ease- 
ments and estates as are hereby granted and intended to 
be grauted by the Trustees to the Company, its successors 
and assigns, shall be in perpetuity. 

Provided further, that the Trustees at the option and 
request of the Company will grant them a right-of-way 
from the northern terminus of the said railroad or any 
point thereon 'B-estwardly through the "big cyprfss" 
territory to the Gulf of Mexico or to an intersection with 
some one or more tines of railroad in Central or Western 
South Florida. The said right-of-way to be granted 
under the same conditions and restrictions as those gov- 
erning the right-of-way for the railroad from Miami to 
Lake Okeechobee as herein outlined. 



The Trustees further agree and hereby grant unto the 
Company its successors and assigns, a right-of-way for a 
poblic road or highway of the standard width and con- 
struction extending from the City of Miami, Florida, on, 
near or along the Miami Canal, and on, over and across 
any lands now or then owned by the Trustees, to or near 
the south or southwest shores of Lake Okeechobee, and 
thence in the most practicable route, in a westward ly or 
northwestwardly direction, to an intersection with one 
or more improved public highways in the Central or 
Western part of South Florida. 

Provided that such highway shall be appropriated for 
the use of the General Public. 

Provided further, that when the proposed highway is 
built along any State canal the same conditions and lim- 
itations shall apply as stated in the foregoing clauses in 
respect to the constrnction of the proposed line of rail- 
road as may be practicable and the Company shall have 
the right to use material from the spoil banks for the 
construction of the proposed highway in the same manner 
as for the proposed line of railroad. 
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Provided, further, that the highway may be built across 
any canal only upon a special permit from the Chief 
Drainage Engineer and all bridges or approaches to such 
crossings shall be built according to plans and specifica- 
tions approved by said engineer and shall be built under 
his supervision and according to his instructions, except 
that in case the right-of-way of the railroad is hereafter 
conveyed to the Company in fee simple, as hereinbefore, 
under Section 1 provided, the right-of-way for the vehicle 
road shall not be included in such conveyance, but the 
same shall be and remain an easement for the purpose of 
occupying the said land with the said vehicle road, but 
it is provided further tliat the Trustees reserve the right 
to use the land granted as right-of-way for the said ve- 
hicle road for 'the purpose of depositing excavated ma- 
terial from the canal, and may use the said strip in such

Mr. George T. Morgan, rei»resenting Messrs. Highley- 
man, Jandon and MelJonahl, the purchasers of i:0,UU(l 
acres of land from the Trustees to aid in the construction 
of Snapper Creek Canal, appeared before the Trustees 
and requested that uuder the regular plan of survey all 
lands in that locality should be surveyetl in normal Town- 
iihi{>a and Kanges based on guide meridians and base 
I^rallels. This [ilau would group all excess areas or dif- 
ferences into single bodies of given areas. Surveys here- 
tofore made were carried out on this plan, but when con- 
tract was started on the Tamiami Trail by l>ade County, 
the route chosen was laid out without regard to Section 
and Township lines of the unsurveyed jtortions of the 
Everglades, Subsequent to the location of the road, lands 
along the route of said road had been platted into Sec- 
tions, Lots, etc. The lots were arbitrarily platted in such 
manner that the South Boundaries of Sections One (1) to 
Six (6) inclusive, in Township Fifty-two (52) South, 
Kanges Thirt.v-seven (37). Thirty eight (38) and Thirty- 
nine (3J)), were shown to lie alongside the road, but when 
the Trustees began tlie survey of the lauds in this locality 
in accordance with the plau they had adopted it was 
found that the sub-division of Townships into Sections 
would not throw the route of the Tamiami Trail along 
the South Boundaries of the Sections numbered One (1) 
to Six (G) inclusive in Township Fifty-two (52) South, 
Ranges Thirty-seven (37), Thirty -eight (38) and Thirty- 
nine (39), or along any other land lines. 

Mr. Morgan further stated that much of the land plat 
ted had been offered for sale in accordance with the said 
plat showing the location of the canal and road along the 
South Boundary of Sections One (1) to Six (6). as above 
mentioned. These lands included much of what is known 
at The Tamiami Trail lands sold by the Trustees to Messrs.

Hon. J. A. Williams, Sbell Fish Commissioner, ap- 
peared before the Trnstees and stated that in the dis- 
charge of his official duties along the waters of the Coast 
of the State, he had observed instances where, in his 
opinion, private parties had appropriated to their own 
use certain submerged lands that in his opinion were 
the property of the State, under the control and custody 
of the Trustees, and if the Trustees so desired he would 
be pleased to advise them of instances of this nature as 
might come under his observation from time to time. 
The Trustees thanked Mr. Williams for the informa- 
tion, as above, and requested that he submit the same in 
the form of a written report to them so that the same 
could be referred by them to Hon. Glenn Terrell, Special 
Counsel for the Trustees, for his advice in the prem- 
ises as to proper action. 

Mr. M. S. Knight, Clerk in the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture's office, who had been detailed to make investi- 
gations relative to certain swamp lands, submitted the 
following report, which rej)ort was accepted and the rec- 
ommendations therein made were approved by the Trus- 
tees and the same was ordered referred to the Special 
Counsel for the Trustees with instructions to adjust 
the claims of the various parties therein, named : 

"Tallahassee, Florida, May 13, 1918. 
"To the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund of 

the State of Florida. 
"Gentlemen : 

'•Lot 4 and SE V^ of SE % Section 13, in Township 29 
S., Range 30 E., lies on an island in Lake Kissimmee, 
and was selected by the State as Swamp and Overflowed 
land. One. Stephen E. Wood, filed with the TT. S. Land 
Office a non-swamp affidavit and was allowed to make 
Homestead Entry subject to the claim of the State. I 
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made an examination of this land and found that it 
was debatable as to whether or not it was really Swamp 
land, but inasmuch as I could not secure enough evi- 
dence to overcome that which would be submitted by 
the homefitead?r, I thought it best not to make the con- 
test. I, therefore, recommend that the State waive any 
further claim 1o this land. 

'As to Lots 7 and 8, Section 30, Township 6 S., Kange 
20 E., which was selected by the State, and one. Henry 
Williams, made non-swamp affidavit and was allowed a 
Homestead Entry subject to the State's claim, a hearing 
was ordei"ed before the Register and Receiver in Gaines- 
ville on the Ulth instant. 1 appeared with two witnesses 
for the State. The Homesteader did not appear, and I 
submitted the State's evidence, which I think will cause 
a patent to issue to the State for this land. 

"On May 2 there wa.s a re-hearing ordered in the case 
of Sam Givens, attempting to Homestead Lot 2, of Sec- 
tion 3fi, in Township 2 S.. Range 20 E., the first hearing 
being held on January ft, at which time the Homesteader 
did not appear, but at the hearing on May 2 he did 
appear with two other witnesses. I also furnished two 
witnesses in rebuttal, in addition to evidence that I had 
filed in the January hearing, which I hope wilt be suf- 
ficient to secure the patent to this land. 

In accordance with your instructions I made an exam- 
ination of the SW 14 of 8E ^ of Section 22, in Town- 
slop 8 S-, Kange 21 E., on April 30, 1918, I found the 
land and improvements practically as reported by Mr. 
J. W. I'aiton. It is one and one-fourth miles south- 
west of Waldo. It is what I would tei-m second class 
flat woods pine land, with about one-half of it too low 
for use without drainage, which would be difficult to 
accomplish, as there are no streams right near the 
land. 

Mr. J. D. Hagen lives on the tract and has about 18 
acres in cultivation. He has an unfinished frame house 
worth about floO.OO. He has put up about $75.00 worth 
of wire fencing, and has cut some little ditches in an 
effort to drain the land. Mr. Hagen bought twenty- 
nine acres of this forty from one, J. B, Cone, in 1914, 
the consideration being |200.00. The rest of the tract 
is claimed by other parties, who also bought of Mr. 
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Cone. They are Dot living there, nor are tliey making 
aiJT improvements. 

The records in the Clerk's office at Gainesville show 
that this land was assessed as "unknown'' in 18fl3 and 
sold for taxss in July, 1894. In May, 19tl, Mr. J. 
B, C-one bought of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Alachua County all outstanding certificates and sub- 
sequent Taxes and interest, aniouating to f80.76, and 
the Clerk issued to Mr. Cone a Tax Deed for same. 

'•Mr. Hagen is a very poor man, and said he was not 
able to buy this laud from the State, and that Mr. Cone 
is now dead and left no estate from which he could 
recover the money he jKiid for the land, therefore, I 
did not make any disposition of the land, as I did not 
feel that it should be sold to other parties imless some 
arrangeenint could be made to reimburse Mr. Hagen 
at least partially for his expenditure on same.

of the canal as referred to in the Minutes of March 15, 
1916, as above; and 



WHEREAS, MeSBre, T. J. Campbell and E^ N. Moses, 
of West Palm Beach, Florida, representing the Hoada 
and Improvement iSotiety and Board of County Commis- 
sioners of PaJm Beach County, appeared before the True- 
tees of the Intei^al Improvement Fund on January 
25, 1918, and represented that the said Koads and Im- 
provement Society and Board of Connty Commissioners 
of Palm Beach Connty deemed it very important that 
a public hard-surfaced road be constructed from the City 
of West Palm Beach, in Palm Beach County, to Lake 
Okeechobee, in said County; that in order to construct 
the said hard-surfaced road it would be nec^wary that 
certain canals, necessarj* accessories to the drainage 
scheme, be constructed in order that material might be 
secur^ as a base for the construction of the. said bard- 
surfaced road; and that Messrs. T. J. Campbell, George 
W, I^inhart and J. B, McDonald had been appointed 
as Trustees by the said Board of County Commission- 
ers to receive any donations of land or other funds and 
to contract with and to co-operate with the Trusteeii 
of the Internal Impro<ven>eint Fund df the State of 
Florida to the end that such canals |aigbt be con- 
structed; and 

WHEREAS, On the 2l8t day of February, 1918, the 
Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
and Miami Bank and Trust Company, a Florida cor- 
poration, as Receiver for Johnson and Company, a Flor- 
ida corporation and dredging contractor, made and en- 
tered into an agreement under the terms of which the 
said dredging contractor agreed to construct the second 
■action of the Okeechobee Road Extension, which in- 
cludes said canal hereinbefore referred to, from a point 
on the Palm Beach Canal near Station 1000 to a point 
near the bend in the Hillsbtiro Canal near Station 1715, 
according to the plans and speciflcations prepared by 
the Engineer of said Board, payments for said work to 
bf iiiade by the Board monthly, upon estimates made by 
said Engineer, such payments to be eighty per cent. 
(80%) of the amount shown to be due by the said Board 
to the Dredging Contractor upon said estimates and 
twenty per cent. (20%) to be retained by said Board 
-until the said work is fully and finally completed in 
accordance with said contract and accepted by the Bcwrd 
or its Engineer, said contract to be fully completed not 
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later than Jaaaarf 2i, 1919, and said Board h&s begun 
the consti'uction of said canal under said contract; and 

WHEREAS, A bond issue of One Hundred and Fifty 
Thousand Dollars (1150,000.00) has been authorized by 
the duly qualified electors of Special Hoad and Bridge 
District Number Six to construct said Okeechobee Eoad 
Extension, which bonds bave sold for One Hundred and 
Fifty-six Thousand Dollars (f 156,000 .00), and there are 
now suEScient monies from the proceeds of said sale of 
bonds in said Special >Koad and Bridge District Num- 
ber Six funds to pay for the construction of said canal ; 
and 

WHEREAS, In order that such necessary drainage 
canals as would facilitate the construction of the said 
hard-surfaced road along the said canal in said Special 
Eoad and Bridge District Number Six might be imme- 
diately excavated, the Trustee of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund did, on tbe 25tJx day of January, A. D. 1918, 
rescind their action under date of March la, 1916, and 
October 27, 1917, relating to the donation and sale of 
lands to aid in such drainage works as are in the said 
Minutes described for the purpose of entering into the 
following agreement : 

THIS AGREEMENT, Made and entered into tMa 
Twenty-fifth day of June, A. D. 1918, by and between the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fnud of the State 
of Florida, a public corporation organized and existing 
under the Laws of Florida, parties of the first part, here- 
inafter designated and called the "Trustees of the In- 
ternal Improvement Fund," and T. J. Campbell, George 
W. Lainhart and J. B. McDonald, Trustees appointed 
by the Board of Coun^ Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, parties of the second part, hereinafter 
designed and called the ''Trustees," WITNESSETH, 

That in consideration of the premises and of the con- 
ditions and payments hereinafter named, tt^ether with 
the payment of One Dollar (fl.OO) to each in hand, 
which is hereby acknowledged, agree as follows: 



The Trustees shall co-operate with and assist the said 
Board of County CommisBioners of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, which, at its own c<ffit, shall furnish the neces- 
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sary plant, machinery, tools, implements, boats, barges 
and accessories which may be necessary and needful in 
and about the constmction ojt the canal herein proposed 
and referred to in the Minutes of the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund of March 15, 1916, to-wit, 
a canal approximately forty {40) feet wide, twelve {12) 
feet deep, and twelve (12) miles long, between West 
Palm Beach Canal and Hillsboro Canal, and that the 
said Trustees shall see to it that said canal shall be con- 
structed and delivered in complete conformity with the 
plans and specifications relating thereto, said plans and 
specifications to be approved by the Chief Drainage 
Engineer of the Board of Commissioners of Everglades 
Drainage District; and said canal shall be constructed 
in strict accordance with the said specifications relating 
thereto, observing the width, depth, grade of bottom, 
side slopes, classification of material, placing of exca- 
vated material, clearing the right-of-way, inlets for sur- 
face drains, method of doing the work, and removal of 
debriR and discarded material, and all other provisions, 
requirements and directions contained in said specifica- 
tions, and that said canal constructed in accordance 
with said specifications, shall lie offered to the said Trus- 
tees of the Internal Impro^-ement Fund for acceptance 
within a reasonable time from the date hereof. 

2. 

It is also agreed that the Trustees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund shall furnish, free of chai-ge, to the 
Trustees herein a right-of-way for the construction of the 
said canal and hard-surfacetl roads over any lands owned 
by them through which the same may pass. 

3. 

It is further agreed that the location of this canal shall 
be designated by the Chief Drainage Engineer of the 
Board of Commissioners of Everglades Drainage Dis- 
trict ; that the plans and specifications herein referred to 
shall be approved hy the said Chief Drainage Engineer; 
that the said canal and construction thereof shall at all 
times be subject to the inspection of the said Chief Drain- 
age Engineer; and that the said canal shall be turned 
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over to the Trustees of the iDteroal Improvement Fand 
within the time herein siiedfied, subject to the approval of 
the said Chief l)rainage Engineer. 



The Trustees of the Internal ImiM-ovement Fund shall 
assign, transfer, and turn over to the Trustees all right, 
title and equity in and to all notes, mortgages or other 
evidences of indebtedness now held hy said Trustees of 
the Internal Improvement Fund against the Koads and 
Improvement Society of Palm Beach County, Florida, re- 
lating to the amount of Seveuty-flve Thousand DoIIara 
(^7o,(IOU.UU| which the said Koad and Improvement iSo- 
eiety agreed to pay the Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund, which agreement is more particularly refer- 
red to in the Minutes of the TruKtees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund of March 23, 11)12.

In further consideration of the construction of the said 
canal as herein outlined the Trustees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund agree to deed to the said Trustees in fee 
simple, with full power to lease, mortgage, encumber, 
transfer, sell or convey, in any manner they deem advis- 
able and to the best interest of all parties coucerned, the 
following described lands:

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eerenty-sii hmidredtbs (5,110.76) acres, more or less, but 
that until the completiou of the said canal by the Board 
of County Commissionere of Palm Beach County to the 
Hatisfaction of and acceptance by the Trustees of the In- 
ternal Improvement Fund, and the approval thereof by 
the Chief Drainage Engineer of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Everglades Drainage District, the said 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund shall deed 
such lands directly to the purchasers thereof, and the 
monies obtained from said sales of said lands shall be 
deposited by the said Trustees of tbe Internal Improve- 
ment Fund with any bank or trust company on such terms 
as they see tit to impose, preference being given to tbe 
banks at West Palm Beach, Florida, provided they meet 
the conditions imposed by tbe said Trustees of the Inter- 
nal Improvement Fund. 

That the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
will pay to the Board of County Commissioners of Palm 
Beach County at the rate of Five Thousand Dollars (fo,- 
OOO.OO) per mile for eachmile and fraction of a mile com- 
pleted by the said Board of County Commissioners and 
accepted by the said Trui^tees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund during each month, said payment to be made 
on the fifteenth (15th) day of the momth following that 
in which tbe work was done, and upon the certificate 
of the Chief Drainage Engineer that said portion has 
been completed in accordance with the dimensions and 
conditions herein agreed upon, to-wit; The bottom width 
of the canal shall be not less than twenty-five (25) feet, 
the top width shall be n6t less than thirty (30) feet, the 
depth of cut shall be not less than nine (9) feet, the sides 
of the canal ^all be in satisfactory condition, tbe spoil 
shall be deposited in such manner that the same will 
not be in danger of passing back into the canal, and 
the canal generally shall be in such condition as will 
in the opinion of the Chief Drainage Engineer properly 
ser^e the purpose of drainage within the dimensions 
named. 

And that for each mile or fraction thereof which shall 
have been excavated to a depth of not less than six 
(6) feet by a bottom width of not less than twenty-five 
(25) feet and top width of not less than thirty (30) feet, 
with the canal in satisfactory condition, as provided 
in the first part of this clause, the Trustees will pay at 
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the rate of Two Thousand and Five Huudred Dollars 
(|2,dO0.00) per mile in the manner aforesaid, except that 
in making payment or payments at the rate of Five 
Thousand Dollars (f 5,000.00) per mile for completed 
work, such payments shall be liimted to that completed 
work which shall have been connected with either the 
West Palm Beacli Canal or Hillsboro Canal by a fully 
completing cut with no uncompleted portions intervening 
between such completed sections and the end of the said 
canal. 

A dam placed across the canal for r^alating the 
water levels to facilitate dredging will not be held to 
separate completed portions of the canal under the 
foregoing. 



That the Trustees shall request the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County to set side stakes, 
lines, levels, gauges, etc., as will enable the Oiief Drain- 
age Engineer or his representative to inspect and pass 
upon the said canal. 

8. 

It is further understood and agreed by all the parties 
hereto that all receipts from the sales of the lands as 
above described, after paj-mmt of the neceseaiy and 
actual expense of sales thereof, together with the pay- 
ment of the balance of Twenty-four Thotisand and Three 
Hundred and Thirty-six Dollars and Thirty Cents 
(124,336.30) , due by the Roads and Improvement Spciety 
to the said Trustees of the Internal Improvement Ftmd, 
therefrom, shall be used and expended on the canal as 
above described; that upon the final completion and 
acceptance of the said canal in accordance with the pro- 
visions hereof, the Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund will, upon certificate of the said Chief Drain- 
age Engineer as to said satisfactory completion and con- 
dition of the said canal, pay to the said Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County the remaining 
sum, if any, not theretofore paid derived from the sale 
of the lands as aforesaid, provided that the expense of

Trnstees of Internal Improvement Fund of the State of 
Florida, The First Party.

• WHEREAS, The Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund are of the opinion that the lands o-niied by 
them in Bonthem Drainage District should be supveved 
into townships and settiong as far as may be practicable ; 
and 

WHEREAS, The Southern Drainage District J8 en- 
gaped in making certain drainage eurveys of the lands 
within said District for the pnrpose of formulating a 
plan for draina^ for said District; and 

WHEREAS, It is believed that it would be mntnally 
advantageous to the said Trustees and the said District 
to carry on said land survey on the part of the Trustees 
and said drainage surveys on the part of the District at 
the same time; 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREEMENT, made and 
entered into this 10th day of July, A. D. 1918, by and 
between the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
of tl'e Slate of Florida, the first party, hereinafter called 
the "Ti'ustees," and the Southern Drainage District, the 
second part>-, hereinafter called the "District." 

WITNESSETH, That for and in consideration of the 
conditions, stipnlations and covenants hereinafter de- 
scribed and the payment of One Dollar (fl.flO) to each 
in hand paid, the receipt of which is hereby acknowledged, 
the Trustees and the District agree with each other as 
follows : 

1. The District agrees that it will employ a snrveyor, 
satisfactory to the Trustees, who shall in his own proper 
person, together with the assistance of snch instrument- 
men, cbainnieu, rodnien, etc.. a.« may be necvssary, un- 
dertake the survey hereinafter described in conformity 
with the "Amended Instrnctions for Surveying the Land 
Eiubraced in the United States Patent No. 137, known 
as the Everglades. Ado[)ted by the Trustees of the In- 
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temal Improvement Fnnd Dec. 23, 1912," and with Buch 
special and additioi];al instruct ions as lie may receive 
from the Chief Drainage Engineer, all to be taken and 
deemed a part of this contract; that he will trnly and 
faithfally survey, mark and establish the boundaries and 
execute standard plats of the townships and sections 
hereinafter enumerated. 

2. The Trustee agree that they will reimburse the 
District for the surveys described in the list attached 
hereto at the rate of Fifteen (|15.00) Dollars per mile for 
all township lines, section lines and meander lines act- 
ually run and marked in the held, random and offset lines 
not included. 

3. The District agrees that it will cause to be surveyed 
the aforesattd townships and sections and ncdark the 
boundaries of the same in accordance with the instruc- 
tions herein referred to, and will cause to be set a staiid- 
ard monument consisting of 1^4 '"ch Galvanixed Iron 
Pipe not less than 6 feet in length, having a properly 
inscribed marker firmly attached to the top to indi- 
cate the section and township to which it refers. 

The marker on the top of the pipe shall consist of a 
Galvanized Iron Coupling 1'4 inch by I14 incli, liaving 
the 1 1/2 inch end filled to a depth of not less than 14 inch 
witii l)abbit neatly poured and finished on the outside 
anil divided into four qfuadrants marked thereon to indi- 
cate the fiection and township to which it refers. The 
marker shall, when the depth to which it must be driven 
reijuii-es, have a cypress extension fitted into the pipe and 
driven with it to firmly support the said pii>e. The monu- 
ment shall be set so that the marlcer shall be 30 inches 
above ground.

The material of which th? monuments and markers 
are to be constructed will be furnished bv the True- 
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tees. The same mnst be pmperlj marked, assembled 
and placed bv the Surve.yor of the District. 

4. The allowable error of closnre on section line shall 
not exceed thirty-five (35) links east and west or north 
and south. On township lines the allowable error shall 
not exceed IV2 chains to 6 miles north and south fur 
each mile of line. For fradtional sections and town- 
ships the allowable error will be in proportion to the 
lentgb of line at the above named rates. The allow- 
able error of closure on meander lines shall not ex- 
ceed one-half (y^) lint for each chain of line, provided 
the total en'or of a meander line in a section shall 
not exceed seventy (70) links. 

5. The said surveys shall be made with a Transit fitted 
with the necessary attachments and accessories for de- 
termining the direction with reference to the true me- 
ridian independently of the magnetic needle. The 
measurement of distance shall te made with a steel 
tape not less than two (2) chains nor more thau five (5) 
chains iu length and all distances sWll be reported in 
chains and links. 

6. There «ball be reported in the field notes the nature 
of land, the topography on or adjacent to the line, the 
growth encountered, improvements, buildings or clear- 
ings, etc., the depth of soil for a distance of ten (W) 
feet below ground, or rock if less than ten (10) feet, at 
each quarter mile point or section corner, and a descrip- 
tion of the character of soil encountered.

The said plat shall be accompanied by true and original 
field notes neatly and acmrately prepared on field note 
sheets, which shall be furnished by the Trustees. 

The field note sheets shall be filled out in the manner 
similar to sample sheet hereto attached. Distances shall 
be reported in chains in the column marked therefor. 
The top of the page shall be marked with the township 
and range referring to the notes below. 

At the end of the field notes referring to each town- 
ship there shall be drawn on a scale of one fl) inch 
equals eighty {B(\) chains, a skeleton sketch of the town- 
ship on which is to be indicated the length in chains 
and bearing of each section line. No tojHjgraphy or 
detail is to be shown on the sketch. In the b^inning 
of each volume of field notes there shall be an index 
referring to the ^subject matter of the volume. This 
index shall t>e prepared in the form of a sketch of one- 
ilialf (iA| inch equals eighty (SO) chains and the town- 
ship subdivision into sections indicated by dotted lines. 
On the section line a number shall be \^■TitteD correspond- 
ing to the page on which the field notes of that line are 
to he found. The town.ship8 and sections shall be num- 
bered on the «ketch. 

S. The Trustees covenant and agree to reimburse the 
said Southern Drainage District for snrveys made in 
accordance with the provisions and conditions of this 
contract at the rate hereinbefore mentioned by or before 
the first day of December. A. D. 1918, for the work per- 
formed by the said District in the survey, marking and 



platting of the lands in said District owned and belong- 
ing to the said Trnetees of the Internal Improvemeit

9. The surveys herein provided ifor shall be promptly 
begun by the District under contract with a surveyor 
properly qualified for the said work, and said contrac|^ 
and said surveyor shall meet the approval of the Trus- 
tees, it being understood that the contract between the 
District and the Su^^•eyor shall embody substantially 
the conditions and provisions relating to the work herein 
provided. The said sun'eys shall be actively and ener- 
getically carried out and it is distinctly understood that 

,in all respects the said surveys shall be made under the 
direction and supei'vision of the Chief Drainage Engineer 
of the Trustees. 

10. The work herein provided for sliall not be sublet 
or subcontracted either by the District or by the "Sur- 
veyor to whom the contract is awarded by the District, 
without having first obtained permission expressed in 
writing from the Trustees so to do, and that in case 
of such sublet! ng said sub-contract shall in no way af- 
fect the principal contract existing between the said 
parties hereto. 

11. In the event of additional work not included in 
the description herein contained, or in event of a de- 
duction of work fr<Mn that hereini described, the Trus- 
tees shall have the right to make such additions or 
deductions without affecting other conditions or raftes 
of payment hereinunder stipulated.

Dear Sir:— 

Some of the parties purchasing the lands from the 
Trustees on. the northwest side of Lake Okeechobee, haT- 
ing raised the question as to what the affidavit which the 
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Trustees require the«e purcliaBerg to sign, binds them to, 
and which reads as fottows: 

'Affiant further Rtiites before me, on oath, that he is 
not purchasing said described lands for Hpeculative pur- 
poses, but that he is purchasing them for the purpose of 
settling, cultivating and improving same for himself.' 

This is to advise that the Board did not contemplate 
that persons acquiring these lands should he required to 
actually live and reside on same nor that they should be 
precluded from selling sa^e shonld necessity or ciFcnm- 
stances arise forcing them to do so. 

The purpose and intent of having the purchaser sign 
the affidavit was to assure the Board that the parties 
buying these lamlis are making the purchnHC in good 
faith for their own use and benefit and not for specula- 
tive purposes. The Board can understand that condi- 
tions might arise whereby the purchaser might be forced 
to sell all or a portion of these lands by force of circum- 
stances. In such cases the purchasers would be keeping 
absolute good faith with the Trustees in the matter. 

The deeds which the parties w^ill receive from the Trus- 
tees will have no conditions expressed in them whatever, 
bnt the Trustees rely upon the good faith of the pur- 
chaser in purchasing this land at the greatly re<luced 
prices at which it is sold, and as an evidence of this good 
faith require affidavit referred to abore; 

The word 'settling' in the affidavit was not intended 
to mean that the purchaser must actually go and reside 
upon the land. The purchaser can improve the land 
through another person, thus settling the land. As stated 
above, the whole intent of the affidavit is to require of 
the purchaser au evidence of the fact that he is in good 
faith purchasing this land from the Trustees at the t|me 
of purchase for his own use and benefit, althongh the 
improvement and cultivation may be made by some one 
else.
